Typical example of how the plan 
works is the Tanglewood fine homes 
addition, developed by Mahoney Broth- 
ers Construction Company with sales 
supervised by Paul Yard, Jr. 

Tanglewood will contain over 100 
homes, with a variety of architecture 
represented and gas built-in ranges in 
most homes. Price range of homes is 
$20,000 to $30,000. 

Oklahoma Natural designed and 
erected a giant size, custom-built sign 
at the street intersection leading to 
Tanglewood. On the Sunday of Tangle- 
wood’s grand opening, an eye-catching 
half page advertisement ran in the Sun- 
day World. This was a comprehensive 
advertisement including pictures of 
two typical Tanglewood homes, kitchen 
with gas built-in range, aerial view of 
the area and street diagram. 

Full copy was run in order to give 
the complete Tanglewood picture — 
what the area and its homes were offer- 
ing. The advertisement ran over the 
signature of the construction company 
sponsoring Tanglewood. 

Oklahoma Natural home service de- 
partment personnel were on_ hand, 
grand opening day, assisting in general 
home showing and explaining the 
many advantages of gas built-in ranges 
for Tanglewood homes’ extremely 
modern kitchens.

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Final Go Round for “Mrs. America’”’ 


Contest Set for Week of May 7 


May 7 begins the final homemaking 
contest for the “Mrs. America” con- 
testants in the 18th annual event. Top 
homemakers from the 48 states and the 
District of Columbia will compete at 
Ellinor Village, Daytona Beach, Flor- 
ida, for the 1957 title. All 49 finalists 
will have been selected as top home- 
makers in their respective states as a 
result of contests conducted by AGA 
gas utility companies, daily newspa- 
pers, television and radio stations. 

During the six day competition at 
Ellinor Village, each state finalist and 
her husband will take up living quar- 
ters in an individual gas-equipped villa 
along “Mrs. America” Drive. Here 
each will be required to cook, prepare 
menus, sew, iron and in other ways 
demonstrate her homemaking ability 
in quest of the title as the nation’s top 
homemaker. Each villa will be equipped 
with identical appliances and food. 

The homemaker chosen by the na- 
tional board of judges, which includes 
the nation’s outstanding home econ- 
omists, will receive $15,000 in prizes, 
including a New Freedom Gas Kitchen 
and Laundry featuring the “Mrs. 
America” kitchen, a 1956 DeSoto and 
and trip to Europe and the Belgian 
Congo for herself and husband on Sa- 
bena Belgian Airways. 

The top homemaker selected as 
“Mrs. America” of 1957 will be 
crowned on May 12 at the Peabody 
Auditorium in Daytona Beach and will 
receive the coveted American Gas As- 
sociation Trophy. Individual home- 
making prizes will be awarded to home- 
maker finalists excelling in various 
household competitions during the 
week. Among these awards will be the 


Elna sewing trophy to the contest’s 
best seamstress; the Proctor trophy to 
the best ironer among the 49 house- 
wife contestants. 

Each state finalist will receive $500 
in prizes as well as an all expense round 
trip to and from Ellinor Village for 
herself and husband. While the wives 
compete in the daily homemaking 
chores, husbands will compete against 
each other in sports such as tennis, golf, 
fishing as well as take in sightseeing 
tours of the Daytona Beach area.

Ruud Manufacturing Company is 
now making and marketing a new, 
compact, multi-coil gas waterheater. 
Model 500A is designed for use with 
an auxiliary storage tank in a variety of 
commercial and industrial water heat- 
ing applications where natural, mixed 
or manufactured gas is available. 

Model 500A incorporates the funda- 
mental engineering principles and con- 
struction details of Model 500 Ruud 
multi-coil. When installed, singly or in 
multiples, with auxiliary horizontal or 
vertical storage tanks of from 100 to 











3000 gallon capacity, Model 500A pro- 
vides economical and efficient hot 
water service for apartment houses, 
hotels, the larger motels, auto-wash sta- 
tions, industrial plants, and such insti- 
tutions as school dormitories, hospitals, 
etc. 

The new heater contains seven hori- 
zontal coils formed of 15 gage copper 
tubing. All are independently remov- 
able. The coils meet a manufacturing 
test pressure of 355 psi, and a Mass. 
Code working pressure of 150 psi. The 
other waterways in the Model SO0A 
are of copper to assure freedom from 
rust and corrosion at all temperatures. 

Burners beneath the coils are bun- 
sen type with brass flame checks. A two 
inch blanket of Fiberglas insulation 
surrounds the combustion chamber and 
stainless steel flueway. A compact steel 
jacket having two-tone gray finish com- 
pletely encases the new water heater 
which requires only 30 in. by 38 in. 
floor space.

New Orleans Dealers Overcome City Gag On Dryers 


A proposed New Orleans city ord- 
nance to restrict domestic clothes dry- 
ers to specific locations in homes, and 
to force venting of gas dryers for 
fumes, has been quashed through ef- 
forts of the dealers and appliance as- 
sociation in New Orleans. 

Embattled dealer and distributor 
members of the Radio, Television and 
Appliance Association of New Orleans 
were bitterly opposed to the measure 
as “just another bureaucratic step to put 
new hidden taxes on the consumer by 
regulatory inspection fees charged to 
the dealer who sold a gas dryer.” 

Dealers also feared that the en- 
croaching regulations might engulf 
soon all the other labor-saving and 
comfort devices in the home, even to 
air conditioning. 

“The city would soon make us re- 
port on every electrical or gas appli- 
ance eventually, if this trend were al- 
lowed to continue,” dealers com- 
plained. Gas water heaters and gas 
ranges long have been on the list of 
city installtaion inspections, fees for 
these city inspections being paid by the 
dealer who passes the cost on to the 
customer. 

Led by Matt Ballantin, president of 
the New Orleans dealer group, and 
with a great deal of help from both the 
American Gas Association and the Na- 
tional Bureau of Fire Underwriters, the 
dealer group presented letters and affi- 
davits showing specifically that gas 
dryers do not have to be vented and can 
be used anywhere because there are no 
safety or health factors involved. 

The proposed amendment, which 
could conceivably pop up in other 
words in other cities and towns was a 
two-tongued attack on dryer sales be- 
cause it stipulated that: 

(1) “No clothes dryer shall be in- 
stalled in any sleeping room, living 
room, bath room, hall or closet of any 
residence.” It also said 

(2) “Clothes dryers installed in kitch- 
ens shall be vented to the outside tem- 
perature in accordance with the manu- 
facturers’ recommendations.” 

The City of New Orleans was stat- 
ing in effect that gas dryers were being 
considered unsafe and unhealthy un- 
less vented for gas fumes. In reality, 
there is a 100 per cent safety record on 
all past dryer installations in New Or- 
leans. This fact was presented in the 
agrument brief by the dealer Associa- 
tion and their attorney Charles E. 
Lugenbuhl. 

No proof of any kind had been 
established by the city that the drye 
was detrimental to health when not 
vented to the outside for gas fumes. 
Dealers further pointed out that the 
dryer was about the same as living 
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room heaters which are used exten- 
sively throughout Orleans homes. 

The dealers planned their campaign 
strategy against the proposed ordnance 
along four main roads of battle: (1) 
Find out legal rights and standing; (2) 
determine the safety and comfort fac- 
tors of the units under attack; (3) bom- 
bard from the political and organized 
pressure front; (4) get expert help from 
the outside, from manufacturers, 
American Gas Association, and cther 
national and regional organizations. 

The skirmishing at City Hall was 
waged strictly as underground warfare. 
[here was no newspaper publicity, the 
dealers wanted none. It was felt that 
the sensitive public, often unpredict- 
able, might show less buying confi- 
dence in dryers, as a result of the un- 
merited question mark raised by the 
City on the safety and comfort fea- 
tures of the unit. 

Arrayed against the dealers Associ- 
ation was a likewise powerful City Hall 
office with the imposing title of “De- 
partment of Safety and Permits, Divi- 
sion of Regulatory Inspection, Me- 
chanical Inspection Section.” James E. 
Leddy, father of the proposed gag on 
dryers, is a political appointee to his 
high office and formerly was head of 
some highly influential labor union 
groups, including organized plumbers. 

President Ballantin of the Orleans 
dealer Association summed up the vic- 
tory on March 15 as follows: 

“As a result of our Association’s ef- 
forts and because of letters presented 
by us and written by the American Gas 
Association and the National Bureau 
of Fire Underwriters, Leddy has writ- 
ten his City Board that he has with- 
drawn his proposed amendment and 
that the board has accepted his with- 
drawal.” 

However, the Radio, Television and 
Appliance Association of New Orleans 
has appointed and will maintain a legis- 
lative or “watch-dog” committee as 
sentinel to sound the klaxon on any 
legislative or polticial stabs which may 
seem unfair to the appliance industry 
and consumers of the Orleans area. 


62 “Smith Babies”’ 
Win Hot Water Heaters 


Sixty-two babies born to Smith fami- 
lies in the United States on February 
14 have won free water heaters for 
their proud parents, according to the 
Permaglas Division of A. O. Smith 
Corporation. Prizes were awarded in 
recognition of the 3,000,000th glass- 
lined water heater produced by the di- 
vision. Their parents have submitted 
authenticated applications and live in 
owned or rented homes. 


Statistics indicate that about 110 
Smith babies are born each day. Since 
many families living in apartments, 
hotels or trailers were not eligible for 
the prizes, the 62 recipients represent 
more than 90 per cent of all eligibles, 
Permaglas officials estimate.

Use old pipe to make a boot for a 
gas bottle. Sometimes it is necessary to 
keep a more-or-less permanent supply 
of high-pressure nitrogen, air, oxygen, 
helium, or propane out in the field. In- 
stead of laying the bottle down, make 
this boot out of used pipe. Tap and 
thread one side of the pipe for a set 
screw and weld strip-iron feet onto the 
bottom as shown. Be sure to drill holes 
in the bottom to allow rain-water to 























escape. 




















Make a reel for welding cable. Here's 
an easy way to make a very handy gad- 
get, which will enhance any welding re- 
pair truck. It’s a reel made of two cir- 
cular plates and a short length of pipe 
with mounting brackets and a handle 
as shown. At mid-point on the pipe 
drum, cut a narrow “U,” bend the 
inner portion up to make a hook for 
the welding cable. Dress it with a file 

e so it won’t damage the rubber covering. 
To spool the cable on the reel, hook 
the midpoint on this clip and wind 
away. The cable spools on toward 
either end. 











Make sliding shelf for utility weld- 
ing truck. You need everything on a 
utility welding truck — even a kitchen 
sink sometimes. But one of the biggest 
needs is a work bench suitable for small 
jobs. Here is a solution to this problem. 
Simply cut the shape of a sliding shelf 
from light-gage plate; on the under- 
side weld angle-iron runners that ex- 
tend half a length beyond the steel 
plate, and weld angle-iron guides on 
the underside of the truck bed so the 
shelf will slide in and out. Invert a 
length of angle iron to make a trough 
on the outer edge of the shelf.

Use old pipe to make a boot for a 
gas bottle. Sometimes it is necessary to 
keep a more-or-less permanent supply 
of high-pressure nitrogen, air, oxygen, 
helium, or propane out in the field. In- 
stead of laying the bottle down, make 
this boot out of used pipe. Tap and 
thread one side of the pipe for a set 
screw and weld strip-iron feet onto the 
bottom as shown. Be sure to drill holes 
in the bottom to allow rain-water to 























escape. 




















Make a reel for welding cable. Here's 
an easy way to make a very handy gad- 
get, which will enhance any welding re- 
pair truck. It’s a reel made of two cir- 
cular plates and a short length of pipe 
with mounting brackets and a handle 
as shown. At mid-point on the pipe 
drum, cut a narrow “U,” bend the 
inner portion up to make a hook for 
the welding cable. Dress it with a file 
so it won’t damage the rubber covering. 
To spool the cable on the reel, hook 
the midpoint on this clip and wind 
away. The cable spools on toward 
either end. 











Make sliding shelf for utility weld- 
ing truck. You need everything on a 
utility welding truck — even a kitchen 
sink sometimes. But one of the biggest 
needs is a work bench suitable for small 
jobs. Here is a solution to this problem. 
Simply cut the shape of a sliding shelf 
from light-gage plate; on the under- 
side weld angle-iron runners that ex- 
tend half a length beyond the steel 
plate, and weld angle-iron guides on 
the underside of the truck bed so the 
shelf will slide in and out. Invert a 
length of angle iron to make a trough 
on the outer edge of the shelf.

Daily Capacity Output 

Transcontinental Gas Pipe Line Cor- 
poration has filed application with the 
FPC to expand by 105,000,000 cu ft 
the daily allocated capacity of its sys- 
tem. Construction would begin this 
summer in nine states. 

Tom P. Walker, Transco president, 
said an early approval by the Commis- 
sion would provide 80,000,000 cu ft 
of the new capacity before the 1956-57 
heating season. Construction to provide 
the other 25,000,000 cu ft of proposed 
capacity would be completed in 1957. 
Transco’s allocated capacity by the 
1956-57 heating season would be 785,- 
000,000 cu ft daily supplemented by 
peak day deliveries from present stor- 
age of 136,000,000 to total 921,000,- 
000 cu ft. 

The 1956 construction provided in 
the application would cost an estimated 
$38,500,000, that, with other projects 
and completion of work begun in 1955, 
would bring the construction outlay 
this year to approximately $54,000,000. 

The additional capacity sought in 
the FPC application would go to in- 
creased deliveries to present customers 
and to furnishing service to new cus- 
tomers in the Piedmont area. A sub- 
stantial portion of the increased capac- 
ity will serve the New York City-New 
Jersey market where Transco is the 
major supplier. Two principal utility 
customers, Consolidated Edison Com- 
pany, New York, and Public Service 
Electric and Gas Company, New Jer- 
sey, are converting their distribution 
systems from a present mixed gas sup- 
ply to straight natural. 

New customers to receive Transco 
natural gas in the Piedmont area in- 
clude: Piedmont Gas Company, with 
headquarters at Hickory, North Caro- 
lina; several new towns to be added to 
the Mid-Georgia Natural Gas Com- 
pany, headquarters at Conyers, Geor- 
gia; and the tide-water areas of North 
and South Carolina to be served by one 
or more of the companies now seeking 
authorization. 

Plans for 1956 construction under 
this application are to lay approxi- 
mately 160 miles of 36-in. pipe and 68 
miles of 30-in. pipe in Louisiana, Mis- 
sissippi, Alabama, Georgia, South 
Carolina, North Carolina, Virginia. 
Maryland, and Pennsylvania. Total of 
5000 compression horsepower each 
would be added at Transco compressor 
Stations near Tylertown, Mississippi, 
and Clanton, Alabama. 
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Enterprise Heat and Power 
Begins Off-Season Service 


Enterprise Heat and Power Com- 
pany, Chicago, has inaugurated a new 
service as a result of a recent Illinois 
‘ommerce Commission ruling that lifts 
he “freeze” order on Peoples Gas 
Light and Coke Company’s rate num- 
er 5.

Steam from the boiler will be used 
by American Can for various manufac- 
turing processes and for space heating 
its five-story Alaskan Way plant. 


Rate Increase Requested 


By Peoples Natural Gas 

The Peoples Natural Gas Company 
has asked the Pennsylvania Public 
Utility Commission for an approxi- 
mate five per cent adjustment in reve- 
nue, effective June 2. The proposed in- 
crease, affecting 241,000 residential. 
commercial, and industrial natural gas

ny, Inc., Seattle; Morrison-Knudsen 
ynstruction Company, Boise, Idaho. 
a joint venture with Valley Con- 
uction Company, Seattle; and Hood 
onstruction Company, Seattle. 

Bids were made on a unit cost basis, 
covering installation only. Reservicing, 
nspection, and material will boost the 
otal cost of the project to more than 
$5,000,000. 

The mains will be used to connect 
various parts of Washington Natural’s 
distribution system, from Everett to 
Olympia, with the North-South natural 
gas transmission line that will run east 
of the company’s properties. 

Thorne and Marble will install the 
mains which will connect Everett and 
North Seattle to the pipe line city gate 
near Alderwood Manor. The unit cost 
is $442,300. 

Morrison-Kundsen and Valley Con- 
struction will install the supply mains 
connecting South Seattle and com- 
munities east of Lake Washington with 
the city gate near Issaquah.

Outlook Good and Bad 


Gas usage in Canadian homes tor 
space heating has increased but gas 
for cooking purposes is losing ground 
to electricity according to a recent sur- 
vey made by the Dominion Bureau of 
Statistics. 

The gas survey with a sample of 30,- 
000 households in 114 areas revealed 

per cent of Canadian homes were 
heated by gas in 1955, compared with 
6.3 per cent in 1953. 

In 1955 there were 776,000 homes 
using gas for cooking purposes con- 
trasted with 933,000 in 1953. Electric 
cooking on the other hand showed an 
increase from 1,261,000 in 1953 to 
1,642,000 in 1955. 

A reversal of this trend is expected 
when natural gas becomes available in 
many of the provinces in the next few 
years.

SoCal Edison Says 
Will Build Own Lines 

Basing its case on the “smog” prob- 
lem in the Los Angeles area, Southern 
California Edison Company has de- 
clared in testimony before the Califor- 
nia Public Utilities Commission that it 
will have to build pipe lines to bring in 
additional supplies of natural gas to be 
used as a fuel in the generation of elec- 
tric power unless local gas companies 
are required by the Commission to sup- 
ply the gas to SoCal Edison. 

The electric utility pointed out that 
burning natural gas in its boilers con- 
tributes only about 20 per cent as much 
“smog” as fuel oil—the only pres- 
ently-practicable substitute. 

SoCal Edison stated that it had an 
opportunity to purchase ample sup- 
plies of natural gas in California fields 
not now being utilized by the local gas 
companies, but has no way to trans- 
port the gas for use in its steam elec- 
tric generating stations. 


Natural Gas Common Stock Prices Advanced During March

mon stocks advanced slowly and 
steadily during March, and ended the 
month only 1.3 per cent below the all 
time high. Compared with the same 
period of 1955, the current price index 
indicates a year to year increase of 4.0 
per cent. The current average dividend 
rate of $1.74 per share represents a 
gain of 9.4 per cent over last year, while 
the corresponding yield of 4.66 per 
cent shows a 5.2 per cent improvement 
over the same period a year ago. 

Although the gas transmission com- 
mon stock component acted in simi- 
lar manner, the gas distribution com- 


mon stock segment followed an irregu- 
lar pattern during the month. Com- 
pared with the same month of 1955, 
however, transmission company stocks 
revealed an increase of 4.3 per cent 
while distribution company common 
stocks recorded a 3.4 per cent year to 
year increase. Current dividend rates of 
$2.05 per share and $1.39 per share in- 
dicated gains of 13.9 and 8.6 per cent 
respectively for transmission company 
stocks and distribution company stocks, 
while the concurrent yields resulted in 
annual increases of 9.4 per cent and 
5.1 per cent.

MICHIGAN WISCONSIN PIPE
